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or sewage treatment

Is growth being limited and the 
West End being penalized because 
of Los Angeles County smog? 

The question, asked by Montclair 
Mayor Harold Hayes at a public 
meeting on sewage treatment 
problems, is in the minds of many 
West End officials. 

The answer, which affects federal 
and state funding for West End 
sewage treatment facilities, is 
different depending on who is 
responding. 

San Bernardino County senior 
planner Diane Guzman said the 
state funding formula uses an “‘E- 
Zero growth rate’’ based on the 1970 
census plus a fertility figure based 


on the number of women of child- ° 


bearing age. The growth rate does 
not allow for in-migration of people 
from other counties. 

The state and federal 
governments funding for sewage 
treatment plants only if the plant 
will not be ‘‘growth inducing’ — in 
other words plant construction and 
expansion can be provided only for 
the number of people actually living 
in the area in 1970 (and their 
expected babies). 

The ruling affects air basins with 
critical air pollution problems and 
thus affects San Bernardino County 
which falls within the critically 
impacted South Coast Air Basin. 

San Bernardino County is not 
affected by the E-Zero funding 
formula any more than Orange, 
Riverside or Los Angeles counties, 
according to Jim Anderson, 
representing the regional water 
quality control board. 


Anderson noted that piants in 
Orange County and El Toro are also 
having difficulty getting approval 
for plant expansion. 

But San Bernardino County 
Planning Director Kenneth Topping 
said the West End is. unfairly 
affected by the ruling because of 
‘‘an accident of geographic 
boundaries.”’ Although population 


and air quality are regional 
problems, the E-Zero funding 
formula is applied by county. 

Both smog and population ‘‘spill 
over’ from Los Angeles County, 
Topping said and added Los Angeles 
is receiving approval for expansion 
of sewage treatment facilities 
because countywide population is 
dropping. 

But the West End is ‘‘meeting 
housing needs for the entire 
region,” Topping said and noted 
people buying new homes in the 
West End are from Los Angeles 
County where homes are more 
expensive. 

The West End is heavily affected 

by the E-Zero formula because 
there is no area of declining growth 
to balance the in-migration from 
Los Angeles and Orange counties, he 
commented and said, ‘‘We should 
ask that another look be taken at 
assumptions on the Chino Basin 
(Municipal Water District) 
situation.” 
_ Under present funding policies 
Chino and Ontario treatment plants 
will be working at capacity the day 
they open. according to Ray 
Ferguson, Chino Basin Municipal 
Water District (CBMWD) general 
manager. 

‘Plant expansion and construction 
takes approximately four years to 
complete, he said and noted federal 
and state requirements have 


increased the time between project - 


plan and completion. 

“We’ve got to continue with 
planning for the next expansion,” 
Ferguson said, but noted the district 
has used up its funding. The next 
expansion is projected to cost $10- 
$15 million. 


Possible funding methods include 
a one-time users charge on new 
construction, a bond issue covering 
sewage treatment facilities and 
water supply; and'a higher tax rate. 

Ferguson said loading the cost 
onto the tax rate would cause a 
“ridiculous’’ rate of $52 per $100 of 


assessed valuation (if collected all 
in one year). 

CBMWD officials and local city 
officials agreed the first solution is 
a ‘‘show of strength’’ in 
Sacramento. The first step is “‘to 
attempt relief through legislators,”’ 
commented San Bernardino County 
Board of Supervisors Chairman 
Robert Townsend of the Fourth 
District. 

He noted supervisors have 
planned a modest density reduction 
countywide but said the county must 
meet the ‘‘tremendous need for low- 
cost housing.” 

CBMWD President Carl 
Masingale said the district has tried 
to work through channels but noted 
‘fan old-fashioned bare knuckle 
political fight’? may be necessary. 

The West End should not be 
sacrificed to other areas, Mayor 
Hayes commented and added, 
‘‘We’re entitled to our growth.’’ The 
mayor recommended the use of 
political muscie in the form of a 
visit to Sacramento by a delegation 
of city officials, county supervisors 
and sewer district officials. 

Ron Knottingham noted local 
builders are eager to help solve the 
problem which threatens the 
continuation of their industry in the 
West End. 

But Ferguson warned listeners 
sewage treatment is not the only 
problem in the West Exnd since 
schools also face an over-load 
situation. Sewer facilities can be 
‘added and maximized,’’ but schooi 
crowding creates long-term 
problems, he said. 

The only voice in favor of working 
within the E-Zero guildelines and 
limiting development was Mary 
Barlow, who heads the Citizens for 
the Incoproration of Alta Loma 
(CIAL). 

A policy of regular growth rather 
than the present chaotic growth 
would solve many of the problems 
experienced in the West End and 
particulalry in the tricommunity 
area, according to Mrs. Barlow.

Students ‘married’ for class lesson

“You may kiss the bride,” the 
minister says to the young couple. 
They kiss and then turn to begin 
their journey as a ‘‘married couple’’ 
— back to their seats. 


Another couple rises and walks to 
_the front of the room for their 
“marriage ceremony. The newly- 
weds are among the students who

married this semester in Upland 
High Schools’ marriage and family 
living class. 


The main objective of the 
experimental class is to help young 
people know what to expect of 
marriage according to teacher Don 
Frankson. 


Frankson decided to teach the 
class after his long and ‘‘seemingly 
stable marriage’’ ended in divorce 
and he became aware of the need for 





of an Upland High School class on marriage and 
family living. Class members discuss such 
married problems as who will work, wash dishes, 
and empty the garbage as well as how they will 
spend their money and whether or not they want 
children. (Photo by Lynne Locke 
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a course dealing with the emotional 
and psychological interaction that 
often contributes to the breakdown 
of a marriage. 

The class Frankson organized at 
Upland High School is based on a 
class taught in Oregon, but it places 
more emphasis on psychological and 
emotional aspects of marriage, he 
said. 

“The divorce rate is especially 
high in areas of high mobility.” 
Frank ted and added changing 
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life styles, displaced families, 
women’s liberation, and people’s 
search for happiness all contribute 
to the high divorce rate. 

Frankson’s students are assigned 
partners and go through the 
traditional dating, engagement, 
marital counseling, and wedding, 
with services performed by local 
clergy, or justice of the peace. 

Students enjoy the ceremonies 
and some have friends from other 
classes attend, but other parts of the 
class have more impact on students’ 
views of marriage. 

Frankson said students in the 
class experience a new awareness of 
‘the awesome reponsibility of 
marriage and family life’’ as they 
work through such marriage - 
related topics as medical, legal and 
insurance aspects, budgeting, and 
vocational planning, and the 
questions of whether to have 
children, or buy or rent a house. 

Until class discussions many 
students had not thought about what 
they expect from their future mate: 
Will both socialize together or will 
the man go bowling with his friends 
and the woman with hers? 

Other questions the students 
discuss include the types of 
activities and vacations they like; 
whether they would want a pet and 
what kind; and what kind of 
discipline they believe in for 
children. 

Classroom assignments also help 
students imagine what it is like to be 
married as the couples go grocery 
shopping to learn about food prices 
and take personality tests and 
compare their personality traits. 

Students also study classified ads 
for an appropriate house or 
apartment and then choose a job 
which will enable them to pay for 
their new home. 

Couples discuss styles of 
marriages — including an open 
marriage in which each would be 
free to date others — and then write 
their own marriage contract to 
include the type of marriage they 
choose. 

One interesting assignment is for 
each couple to spend an afternoon or 
evening with some children, 6 years 
or younger. During the assignment 
students are encouraged to play 
with the children and observe how 
they and their partners react. 

Students in the class noted that 
they still plan to marry and have 
children, but several confessed they 
now understand what their choices 
will mean. 

Students also noted the class helps 
teenagers who aren’t interested in 

‘marrying since the problems of 
jobs, and financing home, car and 
insurance are similar for single 
people. 
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said the changes will make the 
Ninth Avenue route ‘‘more 
circuitous,’’ but Ninth Avenue 
traffic will not have any more stops 
than presently. 

The project will ‘‘materially 
increase the overall operating 
efficiency of the intersection” and 
will be a ‘‘significant improvement 
over the current geometrics,’’ 
according to a report by Mohles, 
Perry and Associates, traffic 
engineers. 

The major advantage of the 
intersection reconstruction will be 
right-angle intersections and longer 
sight distances for safe turns, 
Blanchard said. 

The project will also improve

drainage in the area and will 
provide additional landscaping at 
the intersection, which is considered 
the entrance to San Antonio 
Community Hospital. 

Drainage will be improved by 
installing drainage pipes to 
transport water under San 
Bernardino Road, where it will flow 
south on Ninth Street rather than 
spreading out over the flat San 
Bernardino Road. 

Reconstruction of the intersection 
will be funded through Upland’s 
share of the California gas tax 
funds, with San Antonio Community 
Hospital funding a portion of 
landscaping and curb construction 
costs.

following newspaper protest

As a result of protest from weekly 
newspapers, San Bernardino County 
supervisors Monday reversed an 
action of last week to change their 
meeting day from Monday to 
Tuesday. 

To give themselves more time to 
study briefing materials prior to 
meetings, the supervisors last 
Monday voted 3-2 to give first 
reading te an ordinance changing 
their meeting time from 10 a.m. 


Monday to 9 a.m. Tuesdays, 
effective March 1. 

But two dissenting supervisors 
and weekly newspapers in the 
county objected that the new 
meeting schedule would delay 
publishing of the supervisors’ 
actions by weekly newspapers with 
Tuesday deadlines, resulting in the 
newspapers having to carry the 
news eight days after an action 
occurred.

Thirteen new classrooms at 
Jasper Elementary School in Alta 
Loma are expected to relieve 
overcrowding problems at the 
school. 

Contracts for the completion of 
Jasper School were signed this week 
and construction of 13 additional 
classrooms will begin Jan. 24. 
Completion is expected by next fall. 

Along with more classrooms, 
additional blacktop play areas, a 
bicycle parking area, turfing of all 
areas and installation of playground 
equipment will be done. 


The blacktop play area and 
bicycle parking are expected to be 
completed within 60 days and 
playground equipment will be 


installed shortly thereafter. Those 
items are being taken care of first 
because the school presently has a 
shortage of them, a spokesman said. 


The classrooms will include 10 
regular classrooms and three for 
special education. 


When finished, it is expected the 
school will be able to house an 
enrollment of 700 children. 
Currently there are 502 children 
attending in facilities designed to 
hold a maximum of 360 children. 


Right now, several rooms at the 
school have been converted to 
classrooms, including the 
principal’s office, teacher’s room, 


Townsend of Chino, who was a

the Navy doesn’t change the present 
jet engines of its F14 Tomcat 
fighter, Rep. Jim Lloyd, D-35th 
District, said Thursday. 

Lloyd, a member of the House 
Armed Services Committee and 21- 
year veteran Navy fighter pilot, has 
sharply criticized the engines 
designed for the F14. 


Lloyd made his comments in a 
statement released from his 
Washington and district offices. 


He didn’t change his mind about 
the Pratt and Whitney engine for the 
F14, the Air Force’s FB111 and the 
earlier A7 attack aircraft, saying, 
“It has been plagued with 
problems.” 

But Lloyd said he would reverse 
his stand on new engines for the 
Grumann-built F14 because he was 
convinced the plane and its Phoenix 
missile system ‘‘adequately meets 
the threat.” 

He said he had been briefed in 
Honolulu on the performance 
capabilities of the MIG25 Foxbat 


flew to Japan last year and now 
believes the F114 as it has been built 
is the better plane, even with the 
lesser thrust of the present engine. 

Western experts who have 
examined the Soviet jet have said 
they are surprised because it 
apparently is less sophisticated than 
they had expected. 

Furthermore, Lloyd said, ‘‘follow- 
on engine programs for these 
aircraft have also created high- 
priced difficulties.” 

Lloyd estimated the cost of 
developing and installing another 
engine for the F14 alone at $1.5 
billion to $3.5 billion. 

Lloyd said the Navy had neglected 
to get the right engine developed 
first in its rush to have the F14 
produced. 

“The public is spending millions 
for engines after a plane is built. We 
need to develop the engine first, 
then the airframe and weapons 
system,’’ he said. 

Lloyd said he agreed with 
President-elect Jimmy Carter’s

‘Hughie’ —top drama |

Everything came 
together last weekend in a 
polish one-act play 
presented by the Drama 
Department of California 
State Polytechnic 

University, Pomona. 


That includes the acting, 
set design, costumes and 
directing. And, of course, 
that also includes the play 
for the evening, ‘‘Hughie”’ 
by Eugene O'Neal. 


Ed Longwill plays Erie 
Smith, a gambler who has a 
3. a.m., hour-long 
conversation with a hotel 
nightclerk after a three-day 
drunk. Eric, dressed in a 
rumpled suit, shirt and tie 
to fit his condition, drunk, 
and the period, early 40s, is 
a smooth talker saddened 
by the death of his friend 
‘Hughie.’ 


He was used to talking to 
Hughie, who was the clerk 
for the hotel he had been 
living in for the last 15 
years. So the natural thing 
for Erie to do to polish off 
his drunk is to talk to the 
new night clerk, played by 
Bill Cuddy. 


The clerk, who spends 
most of the time behind the 
hotel desk, is quiet. 
withdrawn, keeping himself 
busy catching buts on the 
desk, taking care of the 
switchboard (which only 
rang once), listening to 
sires from outside the hotel, 
trying to eat his lunch, 
filing mail, making coffee, 
smoking, working a puzzle, 
straightening apile of 
matches, and haif-heartedly 
listening o Erie, who never 
stops talking. 

White shirt, thin black tie, 
short graying hair, kind of a 
thin defeated look 
characterize the clerk, a 
role which Cuddy slips into 
comfortably. Cuddy makes 
the character believable. 


Erie, occasionally taking 
a stiff drink from the bottle 
he keeps in a back pocket, 
tells the mostly 
uninterested clerk about 
Hughie — how he took him 
to ‘‘see the horses,’’ played 
craps on the hotel desk, and 
told him stories about his 
“fast living’ ’’ with women 
and gambling.

his wife and kids. Hughie’s 
wife did not approve of such 
a crude person in her home, 
so it didn’t happen again. 

Making his way 
periodically to the bottom 
of the steps which would 
take him up to his room for 
the night, Erie, despite the 
lack of attention from the 
clerk, always turns around 
to add another bit of 
information about himself 
or his dead friend. 

But finally, hear the end 
of the play, Erie didscovers 
that the clerk has an excited 
interest in gambling. So 
Erie finds someont to ake 
Hughie’s place — someone 
to make him lucky again. 

Longwill plays the part 
masterfully, believably 
with a good performance 
not only with the dialogue 
but also with the realistic 
and communicative facial 
expressions demanded by 
the intimate theater in the 
round, where the audience 
is no more than 20 feet 
away. 

His emotions show 
clearly through his body 
motions — nervously 
putting out a cigarette in an 
ashtray filled with butts; 
rolling back his head to take 
a swig of booze; pacing 
around and around in his 
tenseness of talking, not 
really wanting to ‘‘hit the 
hay”’ until he says what’s on 
his mind. 

That Longwill and Cuddy 
do such superb jobs has to 
reflect on the ability of 
David Miller, who directed 
the play in partial 
fulfillment of requirements 
for his senior project. The 
characters were too real, 
the action to oconvincing 
for it not to have been a 
team performance. 

But if there is a truly 
outstanding part of the play, 
it is the set design. Reid 
Bartlett recreated a 
decrepit, hotel lobby, 
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complete with stairs, 
elevator (which you walk 
through as you enter the 
theater), hotel desk with 
iron grillwork, glaring low 
intensity lights on the wall, 
and little things like a hotel 
guest book, bell, and an old 
mail box hanging on the 
wall. 

Prize for the most 
outstanding prop has to go 
either to an old fan, which 
gives off an irritating 
whirring noise throughout 
the play, or an old table 
radio which provides the 40s 
music to open the show 

The lobby near the desk 
consits of an old shabby 
chair, with stuffing sticking 
out, a pole lamp, stool, 
several standing ashtrays, a 
table covered with 
magazines and books from 
the era, and a worn throw 
rug on the floor, the kind 
you can still find in old 
homes and buildlings. 

Even the walls in the drab 
old hotel are dingy, with 
fingerprints and dirt where 
you’d expect to see them. 
The place obviously hasn’t 
been painted or washed in 
years. 

The feeling that you are 
actually there is intensified 
by the cigarette smoke and 
the smell of coffee brewing 
behind the desk. 

The plays’ author wrote a 
moving story when he wrote 
‘‘Hughie.’”’ O’Neal 
completed the play in 1942 
as part of a planned series 
of plays. ‘‘Hughie”’ was the 
only one he completed. I'd 
like to see the ones he didn’t 
write. 

O’Neal is the only 
playwright to have won four 
Pulitzer Prizes. He also 
was awarded a Nobel Peace 
Prize in Literature in 1936.

Prominent 
amont them is arterios- 
clerosis (hardening of his 
arteries), a condition that 
can eventually be fatal if 
allowed to progress. It’s as 
well often associated with 
certain diseases of the 
kidneys, hypertension, 
over-indulgence, etc. 


























member that adjustments, 
upward or downward, are 
made for height, weight, 
sex and general build of 
the body, so no precise 
rule can be given for all 
persons. Blood pressure is 
the central factor in one 
of the most typical para- 
doxes of health. To worry, 
or even wonder, about 
your blood pressure prob- 
ably creates a tension that 
in itself can kick the fig- 
ure up a few points. Then 
when the doctor tells you 
it’s slightly higher than 
normal he can add to your 
apprehensiveness and 
produce another reaction 
on the blood pressure. 















People should get into 
the habit of having their 
blood pressure checked. 
The habit will not pro- 
duce unusual stress and 
therefore normal blood 
pressure has its best 
chance of being reflected 
in, say, semi-annual in- 
vestigation. 


Frankly, and I hope 
this is reassuring, to some, 
accurate measurement of 
blood pressure can really 
only be determined by 
having it checked at least 
three consecutive dates 
under nearly the same 
conditions and time as 


possible. 


Of health concern are 
both high and low blood 
pressure. Lower than nor- 
mal readings may be asso- 
ciated with anemic condi- 





Abnormal blood pres- 
sure is essentially a symp- 
tom and not a disease. 
And like so many other of 
nature’s bodily warning 
signals it indicates a con- 
dition that should be seru- 
tinized and treated. 


Keep in mind,that any 
serious deviation from 
normal blood pressure is 
due to some definite 
cause. In some cases this 
cause may be diatetic, but 
much more often it will be 
due to some condition 
arising from an abnor- 
mality of nerve function 
or combinatign of both. 


And short, every adult 
from the age of 30 up- 
wards would be wise to 
make it a point to have his 
or her blood pressure 
checked regularly. Let’s 
find out about high blood 
pressure before a serious 
problem presents itself 
and its correction is ever- 
more difficult. 


And let me give in a 
plug for relaxation right 
here. We get credited fre- 
quently as being experts 
in correeting nervous ten- 
sion, but an individual’s 
own personal relaxation 
can most certainly add to 
both his general health of 
mind and body.

A Woman Ought to Know 


Widow denied credit 


Dear Anita, 

Does a furniture store 
have the right to turn down 
credit for a widow earning 
$18,000 per year? My 
husband left me a property 
worth $50,000, and I have 
been able to keep up 
payments on a $40,000 
home. I feel insulted and 
angry enough to bring suit. 
What legal recourse do I 
have? 

M.A., San Francisco 
Dear M.A., 

Many businesses are 
acquainted with the 
excellent new laws that 
prohibit sex discrimination 
in granting credit. But the 
California Commission has 
fourd that far too many 
ignore the law. 

Several bills passed in the 
legislative session just 
ended should insure strict 
compliance. For instance, 
there are new, stricter 
regulations governing 
credit reporting and 
investigative procedures. 

Under a bill in effect 
since last January, 
creditors may not deny 
credit on the basis of sex or 
marital status and they 
must consider child 
support, spousal support, 
pensions and social security 
as income. The law has 
teeth: violators who are 
prosecuted are subject to 
$10,000 punitive damage and 
$2,500 fine each day for 
noncompliance and 
payment of court costs and 
attorney’s fees. 

A new bill, AB 341 
(Kapiloff) requires that 
credit agencies allow 
consumer to see their credit 
report and to correct 
inaccuracies. Another bill, 
AB 3678, requires credit 
reporting agencies to 
maintain a separate file for 
each account holder. In this 
way, both spouses build 
separate credit histories.

Beginning this month 
your district attorney will 
have broader powers to go 
after the child support 
payments due you, and to 
see that they are paid on 
time. 

Senate Bills 1824-1826 
(Presley) revise the 
Uniform Reciprocal 
Enforcement of Support 
Act of 1968 to include these 
provisions: 

— The district attorney 
may request the court to 
issue an order to show 
cause or request issuance of 
a summons to obtain 
jurisdiction over support 
order enforcement. 

— The district attorney 
may represent the parent 
receiving support in seeking 
enforcement of payments. 

— All copies of support 
orders are to be sent to the 
person responsible for the 
child support. 

— Your support order 
shall be included in the 
documents sent to a new 
court when the person 
moves from the county in 
which the support orders 
were issued. 

This means that wherever 
the parent moves, in 
California, the parent must 
forward the child support 
payments or the district
